26. LAT'S JACK FOISIE (OCT. 18) IN BANGKOK REPORTS 

THAT STUDENTS WHO SUCCEEDED IN BRINGING DOWN THAILAND'S 
MILITARY GOVERNMENT ARE NOW WORKING JUST AS 
ENTHUSIASTICALLY TO HELP NEW GOVERNMENT RESTORE 
TRANQUILITY. SAYS STUDENT SUCCESS IN TOPPLING TWO 
RULING FIELD MARSHALS SO SURPRISED THE STUDENTS THEY 
ARE STILL WALKING AROUND IN A STATE OF EUPHORIA; BUT 
THIS HAS NOT DIMINISHED CAPACITY OF STUDENT LEADERS

5.5 PERCENT. BUT WHOLESALE PRICES INCREASED 2.1 PERCENT

ARE KILLED. KISSINGER 
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
